a. Claim 4 (original), line 1 , "where in" should be "wherein". 

b. Claim 14 (currently amended), line 7, "thereof." should be "thereof,". 

c. Claim 19 (currently amended), line 12, there is no antecedent basis for 
"said vacuum ports". Either "said vacuum ports" needs to be amended to "vacuum 
ports", or "vacuum ports" need to be disclosed prior to "said vacuum ports".
